PIER STREET 
PARKING 


The Pier Street parking 
scheme has been finally 
approved. 

Estimated cost of the 
scheme in full is “$97,000 { 
When fully operative, park~ 
ing space will be provided 
for 180-190 more cars than 
% present facilities held. 

Entailed in the plan is 
the acquisition of ceriain 
land and properties in the 
vicinity of Pier St. and 
the kerbiug, sheeting and 7 
the marking of these areas 
fer parking.

Travancore Daries’ application 
io build a dairy in Pier St. 


The refusal was made by the 
council’s genera! purposes com~ 
mittée and confirmed by the 
council on Monday’ night, 

The council resolved that the 
firm be advised to seek ‘“‘an~ 
other site in a more central 
position.” & 


And it has resolved that it 
will assist the firm to obtain 
another site in any way possible. 


This subject was introduced 
at the staff and planning com- 
mittee on May 6, when repres-" 
entatives of the firm outlined 
their desire te utilise land hay- 
ing frontage of 132’ to Pier St. 
between Truman and Peterson 
and the panel beaters, to be 
used for the establishment of 
dairy premises. 


The firm has submitted a lay- 
out plan which is on the display 
board and a letter which says 
that the rough Jayout of a dairy 
premises for the land shows 
buildings of the approximate 
areas required but not necessary 
the exact design as they would 
wish to build. 

The residence would be of 
brick veneer and all other build- 
ings. office, cool chamber, 
stables and cart-shed, would 
be_of solid brick construction.

Waters has prepared a report 
concerning town planning as it 
is affected by mew State law 
and regulation. 


Mr. Waters said in his report: 


On April 29, 1968, an Order- 
in-Council was made declaring 
the Melbourne Master Plan to 
be an approved Planning 
Scheme, The “appropriate gaz- 
ettals appear in the Government 
Gazette of May 2, 1968, 


About the same time, a Town 
Planning Amendment Bill went 
through Parliament, and at the 
time, the Minister announced 
that the aim would be to phase 
out all Council = Planning 
Schemes within two years.

He claimed 
that 40 p.c. of customers come 
from the north and net loss to 
the business is $7,600 per annum. 


The Shire Engineer explained 
that’ the C.R.B. had asked for 
council comments and drew at 
tention to council policy that 
gaps in the median strip be kept 
to a minimum and only provided 
where required. 


He considered that if there 
were too many, there would be 
no point in having a median 
strip.

Begun in 1966 for St. Paul’s 
students, the Exhibition encour- 
ages research in science by 
experiment, friendly competition, 
engineering and knowledge of 
science. 

In 1967 the Exhibition added a 
new dimension to the competi- 
tion when Mount St. Joseph 
Girl's College of Altona West 
participated. They won many 
prizes. This year the two schools 
are joined by a third, St. John’s 
College, Braybrook. 

Bro, Richard Robbins, 8.M. 
(Marianist), Science Master at 
St. Paul's, has chaired the fune- 
tion from the beginning. This 
year, Sister Francis, C.SJ., of 
'Bourdages, S.C., of St. John’s 
Mount St. Joseph, and Bro. Henri 
join him in the chairmanship. 

The Science Exhibition is a 
competitive display of scientific 
projects made exclusively by the 
students to deepen their own 
knowledge and thinking. It is not 
just a study but a research pro- 
ject based on experiment. 

Tf you like scientific things, if 
you think scientifically. If you 
like compétition, if you like to 
see students who can stant and 
complete a project, you would 
be most interested in seeing the 
St. Paul’s Science Exhibition. 

To judge in two hours some 
150 projects involving 280 parti- 
cipants poses a problem for the 
judging committee. The follow- 
ing procedure has been develop- 
ed. First, judges are assigned to 
some six to ten projects in the 
same field of endeavour. About 
thirty per cent, of these are 
classed as prize deserving and 
are reported to a judging com- 
mittee who reassigns two addi- 
tional judges for a second Jook. 


By means of a point system, 
the second judging classifies the 


.| project as first. second or third 


prize, or honourable mention. 
The point system touches the 
vulnerable areas of knowledge- 
ability, scientific method, origi- 


workmanship. : 

The judges have been select~-' 
ed from a wide variety of pro- 
fessions: inspectors of schools, 
headmasters, tradesmen, science 
masters, science mistresses, 
teachers, doctors, chemists. 

It is hoped that these profes- 
sional people will become ac- 
quainted with the development 
and understanding of young 
neople who will be working with 
them in’a few short years, And 
the judges do meet the partici- 
pants, not only in the judging but 
in constructive sessions that fol- 
low the morning judging period.

Dear Sir, 

The Victorian executive of the 
A.L.P. is reported to be recom- 
mending legal abortion as policy 
in line with the recent Victorian 
Liberal Party State Council’s 
adoption of the same policy. 

Ats this time, Victoria is so 
desperate for migrants that the 
Government is prepared to sub- 
sidise the passage of the same 
migrant family twice over. It is 
generally acknowledged that the 
best migrants are Australian 
born, yet the executives of the 
Victorian A.L.P. and Liberal 
parties recommend a policy that 
provides for prospective citizens 
to be legally killed before they 
are born. 


This is Human Rights Year. 
The United Nations Declaration 
states that the child needs ap- 
propriate legal protection before 
as well as after its birth, and 
Australia was one of the nations 
that accepted this declaration of 
the Rights of the Child. 

It would be far better if the 
A.L.P. and Liberal parties work- 
ed for increased maternity 
allowances and child endown- 
ment policies to encourage an 
increased birth rate in a large 
developing country, rather than 
a policy of legal abortion that 
must depress population growth:
